retariat for her to attend regu­ 
lar daily sessions during the last 
IO days of October.

“ Naturally, I was excited,” 
said Miss Brennan. ‘To be per- 
jfectly honest, I was thrilled to 
bits.” 
She was given a place among 
the y& Catholic observers — 
nuns, laymen and leaders of 
Catholic women 5 organizations 
— officially invited by Pope 
Paul VI to watch the council 
But on her second day at the 
council, Miss Brennan was no­ 
ticed by one of the Vatican's 
Swiss Guards as an unfamiliar 
face. He asked to see ber cre­ 
dentials. 
She produced her postcard- 
size permission written in Latin. 
The name on it read; "Rever­ 
end dissimus sacerdos Brennan 
Bonnie” — the most reverend 
priest Brennan. Bonnie. 
The Swiss Guard hurried off 
to consult Archbishop Pericle 
Felici. 
the Italian secretary - 
general of the council. 
Archbishop 
Felici 
said 
his 
office staff obviously had not 
understood. Not only was “ Fa­ 
ther'’ Brennan not a priest but 
she wasn't even an official ob­ 
server. She would have to leave. 
“ He was very pleasant about 
it,” said Miss Brennan, “ I could 
understand. But those two days 
were something unforgettable, 
ail the same."

The network television programs you watch 
get to their destination just like a Long Dis­ 
tance call — via microwave, a band of invis­ 
ible radio waves that flash from point to 
point across the country. 
When a program leaves the TV studio, the 
sound and the picture travel separately. A 
TV camera converts the picture into a video 
signal made up of millions of electrical 
impulses. This “electrical intelligence,” as 
it’s called, travels from microwave tower to 
microwave tower.

Interestingly, the microwave path that the 
picture follows must be much wider than 
the one needed for the sound. The fact is, 
one TV picture circuit uses as much room 
as 600 voice circuits. 


When the signals reach the immense horns 
on top of our building, they are electroni­ 
cally checked, then sent to your local TV 
station. The station relays them to its trans­ 
mitter, usually located on a commanding 
hill above the city. Here, for the first time 
since leaving the studio thousands of miles 
away, picture and sound are rejoined and 
broadcast to your home.
